Revcrdy Johnson'* Farewell. 

Oil the 17th instant, the Mayor of South- 
ampton received the following letter from 
Mr. Reverdy Johnson, in reply to an invi- 
tation to a banquet before Ins departure 
from this port for America: 

London, May 15, 1869. 

Sir — The hospitality of the inhabitants 
of Southampton, tendered me in a ban- 
quet, to take place on such day as I might 
name, prior to my departure from England 
for America, I would gladly and gratefully - 
accept, if I could; hut my engagements 
are such that I find it impossible to do so. 
From the moment of my arrival in your 
country to the present time, I have used 
my best efforts to cultivate in your people 
a friendly feeling for the people of the 
United Stutes, and I have reason to believe 
in this I have not failed. The present in- 
vitation confirms me in this opinion. I 
shall leave England with the conviction 
that the people and her government con- 
sider that a war between the two countries 
would be as dire a calamity as could befall 
them; and this, I have no doubt, is also 
the conviction of my government and the 
people of the United States. For a few 
days, owing to recent . occurrences, to 
which it is only necessary to allude, ap- 
prehensions were entertained that such u 
misfortune might occur; these, I am grat- 
ified to find, have already ceased to exist. 

I shall return, therefore, to my home with 
the assurance that the amicable relations 
between the two nations are not to he se- 
riously disturbed. This not happening, 
the career of both will be even more pros- 
perous in the future than it has been in the 
past, and the cause of free government he 
placed on a firmer foundation than ever. 
With my best wishes to you, Mr. Mayor, 
and to your corporate authorities for the 
honor they have offered me,

The depraved female who formerly lived 
in thus city with Brown, the man who was 
executed for murdering the poor little girl, 
Angie Stewart, at Canaan, New York, in 
order to get *5,000 for which they' had in- 
sured her life (and insured it with a delib- 
erate view to her murder), is now roaming 
at large and plotting fresh villainies, 
thanks to the jury at Hudson, New York, 
who so strangely acquitted Iter. Her orig- 
inal name was Josephine Fox, of Granby, 
Conn. From the Hudson City Register, 
of May 26th, we take the following: 

The last we heard of this notorious wo- 
man, she was stopping in Pittsfield, Mass., 
from which place she is continuing, in a 
most adroit and ingenious manner, her 
correspondence with her black paramour 
confined iu jail in this city, signing herself 
“Your affectionate and loving frife, Hattie 
S. Thompson.” In order to avoid de- 
tection by the jailor, who has notified her 
that she must not correspond with the in- 
mates of the jail, she directs her letters to 
the negro's mother in Stockbridge, where 
they are inclosed in another envelop, and 
forwarded to her son here. The device is 
quite ingenious; and displays that low 
cunning which "Mrs. Brown has been sup- 
posed to possess. 

This correspondence has divulged some 
interesting iilots she has conceived since 
she left our jail. In one of her recent let- 
ters she tells her paramour that “a man in 
Pittsfield has offered to start a house for 
me worth three thousand dollars, and give 
me a deed for it.” She then adds, appa- 
rently very confidentially, “but he will 
soon find himself alone, and gives her 
black paramour to understand that he shall 
share iu the benefits when he gets out of 
jail. .

A Dying Man’* Statement. 

Charles Revels, who was shot aud killed 
some weeks since, in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, by a young man of this city, made 
this statement on his death-bed: 

Lexington, Ky., May 2, 1869. 

I, Charles Revels, believing myself to be 
near unto death, do hereby state as fol- 
lows: I came here from Payne’s depot, on 
Wednesday last, to spend a few days at the 
Southern Hotel, and to get tools to take to 
Stamping Ground, Scott county, Kentucky. 
On Thursday evening, whilst walking 
around enjoying myself, I met with Mr. 
Overall and Mr. Herbert. I had seen them 
both before at Louisville, Kentucky, and 
recognized them. We all took a drink at 
the Phoenix Hotel. I treated. Herbert 
started to see the clerk of the hotel to get 
money, we wanted to Jxirc a carriage. Over- 
all had gone to the privy and did not come 
back, and Herbert proposed to leave with- 
out him. We walked around to* several 
livery stables, and finally met Mr. McCor- 
mick. late of the Southern Hotel. He 
shook hands with us and told us where we 
could get a one-horse rockaway, in which 
we intended to ride to Ada Lee’s house; 
this was about 9:30 o’clock p. m., of Thurs- 
day, April 29, 1869. Herbert and mj-self 
got the rockaway and were driven to the 
Southern Hotel, where we drank liquor. 
Earlyin the evening Overall was showing 
his pistol on the street and in the Southern 
Hotel, and asked me if I was a detect- 
ive; the proprietor and clerk of the 
Hotel asked him to put it up or give it to 
them, but he refused and gave it to Mr. 
Herbert; I saw him do it. I think Over- 
all’s first name is Thomas, and Herbert’s 
Is Sidney. After drinking at the Southern 
Hotel, Herbert and myself were driven to 
Ada Lee’s house, where we found Overall. 
We sat in the house quite a while. A 
couple of gentlemen I do not know were 
there. I got tired of sitting there and 
told the boys there was another place on 
Church street, which was nearer to the 
hotel; that the rockaway was waiting, and 
that we had better go. We left, going in 
an^J out of the house, never unanimous 
ip going, except once, and then we did 
not ge^ off. The last time we attempt- 
ed to leave the house, Herbert and I 
came out together and Overall followed. 
I noticed something peculiar about him; 
so far as I can learn he has killed a man 
or two. I have seen him looking very 
seedy in Louisville, about the St. Cloud 
Hotel, and saw him commit acts of vio- 
lence there. Overall went back into the 
house, when Herbert asked me to take a 
walk with him, and that Overall would 
come out. When we reached the corner 
of the yard fence towards the city from the 
front door, we turned to the left and 
walked a few paces. Herbert then 
drew a pistol and said, “I will put 

this through you.” 1 did not be- 
lieve him, but he fired, and inflicted 

the wound I now suffer from. When 

I was shot I ran and cried for the police, 
fearing that he would shoot again, as I 
had nothing to defend myself with. Two 
gentlemen brought me here; I do not 
know their names. I have no feelings of 
malice toward either Herbert or Overall; 
we had been on good terms before I was 
shot, and no reason existed fora difficulty. 

I make these statements, fully convinced 
that I will not leave my bed alive. Before 
God, they are true.
